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Radical plan's &1.2m 
bid to cut congestion 


WORK on a “radical” 
£1.2 million plan to inc¬ 
rease walking, cycling 
and the use of public 
transport in Ely is set to 
begin by the end of the 
year. 

The Ely Market Town 
Transport Strategy could 
lead to the creation of 10 
new cycle paths in the 
historic cathedral city, as 
well as new street lighting, 
bike racks and street signs. 

Bus services will also see 
improvements costing £116,000, 
with the main bus stops on the 
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city’s number 9 route fitted with 
“real time information screens” 
to let passengers know when 
their bus will arrive. 

The transport plan, which is 
due to get the go-ahead from 
travel bosses at Cambridgeshire 
County Council in November, 
will also include new road safety 
improvements at accident black- 
spots, including the A10 Down- 
ham Road roundabout and the 
AlO’s West Fen junction. 

The introduction of the 
scheme follows months of public 
consultation on the measures, 
which transport chiefs believe 


will revolutionise transport in 
Ely by helping people to leave 
their cars at home. 

It follows a survey by the 
county council’s transport teams 
last year, which reported that 80 
per cent of all journeys in Ely in 
the average 12-hour day were 
made by car or taxi, while just 3 
per cent of people walked and 
only one per cent cycled. 

Cllr Mike Rouse, vice-chair¬ 
man of East Cambridgeshire 
District Council, welcomed the 
new transport strategy, which 
will also include an expanded 
city centre pedestrian zone. 

He said: “We need some radical 
thinking to address the serious 
congestion issues in Ely. 

“Our aim must be to get traffic 
out of the town centre to protect 


the medieval core of Ely - these 
improvements to infrastructure 
are a vital part of this process. 

“We need a serious programme 
of linking existing bike paths 
with future routes to ensure 
people can cycle safely in our 
city. 

“Too often our existing routes 
peter out or stop by a dangerous 
road junction. 

“There is too much conflict 
between cyclists and traffic.” 

Among the improvements 
planned are a £150,000 scheme to 
improve cycling from Ely railway 
station, a £100,000 route between 
High Barns and New Barns and a 
£300,000 pathway between Ely 
and Stuntney.

Star pupil Ieun Guy, who got 
straight As in maths, physics, 
geography and product design, 
is planning to take a gap year 
before going to Oxford 
University 

Among the top performers 
was Lavaniya Thanabalasun- 
darum, who picked up As in 
German and maths and Bs in 
chemistry and biology. 

The 18 year old from Ely, who 
will study human sciences at 
King’s College London, said the 
secret of her success was 
maintaining a healthy balance 
between work and play. 

She said: “I had to work hard 


for my results but these grades 
have made it all worthwhile - 
they are what I was hoping for. 
I had lots of fun in sixth form 
and it’s important you get that 
balance. Now I’m looking 
forward to university.” 

At Neale-Wade Community 
College in March, more than 
half of the A-level exams were 
passed with grades A to C.

A BUILDER convicted of possessing 
cocaine has been banned from leaving 
his house in Soham between 8pm and 
6am after he breached his probation. 

Magistrates in Ely heard Mark Brown 
had repeatedly missed appointments he 
was required to attend as part of his 
sentence, and had failed to keep in 
touch with probation officers. 

Brown, of Fordham Road, was found 
guilty of cocaine possession on July 19 
last year, and was given a community 
order for 12 months. Most recently he 
had failed to attend meetings on June 1 
and 22. 

The 28 year old had argued he had not 
been able to make the appointments 
since bus services in the area were 
scaled back earlier this year but court 
officers pointed out he had missed 
appointments prior to then.

Grant brings country 
park plan step closer 


PLANS for a country park on 
the outskirts of Ely have taken 
a step forward after organisers 
secured a £100,000 Government 
grant. 

The cash for the park has been 
allocated by the East Cambridgeshire 
Strategic Partnership, which is dishing 
out a total of £1.4 million of public 
money to good causes in the district 
next year. 

The money will be used by East 
Cambridgeshire District Council to 
carry out a “green space survey” to see 
how the country park will be laid out. 

The park is one of the key parts of 
the city’s Masterplan after residents 
called for more accessible green spaces 
as the city grows by 50 per cent to 28,000 
people over the next 20 years. 
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The latest funding, which will be 
officially approved by Cambridgeshire 
County Council in September, comes 
after the park won the backing of 
Cambridgeshire Horizons last year. 

The development body, which is 
responsible for ensuring the delivery of 
47,500 homes and infrastructure 
totalling £2.2 billion around Cambridge 
by 2016, has submitted a bid for £350,000 
to the Government as part of its £115 
million wish list for county projects. 

The total cost of the park has been 
estimated at £500,000 in the past and 
will form part of the Ely Wild Space 
project, a wildlife corridor running 
through Roswell Pits, Queen Adelaide 
Pits and into the countryside. 


Residents say the park is essential to 
improve the quality of life in Ely as the 
city expands, while environmentalists 
believe the scheme could help protect 
some of the rare birds and wildlife 
living in the area. 

David Brown, chairman of the 
council’s external partnership review 
committee, which has overseen the 
community grants, welcomed the latest 
financial backing for the park. 

He said: “It would be a great boost to 
the city and the district as a whole.” 

Other Government-funded projects 
set to get the go-ahead in East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire include a £32,000 childhood 
obesity “tsar” responsible for encour¬ 
aging healthy eating and exercise, a 
£115,250 scheme to support victims of 
domestic abuse, and a £60,000 graffiti 
clean up. 


Act to save post office 

VILLAGERS fighting to save their 
sub-post office have urged members 
of the public to back their campaign. 
Cllr Owen Winters, from Little 
Downham Parish Council, has 
appealed for customers at the 
village’s post office to pick up a pre¬ 
printed letter opposing the closure of 
the branch in Main Street and send it 
to Post Office bosses by Friday - the 
cut-off date for public consultation. 
He said: “Everyone who uses the post 
office needs to show they care.”

“We want to reduce 
the waste which goes to 
landfill even further and 
increase our recycling 
rate. 

“This is something we 
need to do together, 
while some people are 
sniping about the 
current teething prob¬ 
lems we are actually 
getting on and doing 
something to deliver the 
best possible service to 
our residents.” 

He maintained that 
the council was on 
course to hit its re¬ 
cycling targets by 2010 
despite claims by 
opposition groups that it 
would miss them unless 
fortnightly collections 
were introduced.

Facts about SSSI 
at Roswell Pits 


Why is group 
not proud of 
river status? 


Sir, Your August 7 issue included a story 
“Calls to help retailers cash in on river 
boom” to which I would like to reply. 

I am a retailer in Ely who runs a small shop 
on Forehill. I am also a supporter of the 
work being done by the group called the 
LCPRE (Local Campaign for the Protection 
of Rural Ely) to oppose the development of 
a marina or boat moorings on the Roswell 
Pits site. Your article seemed to suggest 
that the Ely Traders Association, according 
to quotes from spokesperson Will Burton, 
was campaigning in favour of the Roswell 
Pits development. I was quite upset when I 
read that. 

I called into Griffin Country Store to speak 
to the head of the Ely Traders, Elaine 
Griffin-Singh. She was a bit perplexed at 
the article when I showed it to her and said 
that the Ely Traders had never discussed 
the issue at any meetings. 

Will Burton’s comments reflect his personal 
views rather than those of the Ely Traders 
Association. 

Mr Jeremy Tyrrell, owner of one of the 
riverside marinas in Ely, is the man who 
wants to develop Roswell Pits. Mr Burton is 
Mr Tyrrell’s employee. I think that fact 
should have been made clear in the article. 

I would also like to comment on one other 
point in the article. Mr Burton said that the 
Roswell Pits “have been designated a 
special environmental area. That was a 
draconian measure pushed through by an 
unelected group because they thought 
someone saw a bittern”. 


The facts: Roswell Pits has been 
designated a SSSI (site of special scientific 
interest) for some time for its geology. 
Recently, Natural England (not the LCPRE) 
has expanded the SSSI designation in both 
size and scope to include the area’s 
wildlife. 

According to Natural England’s website: 

“Ely Pits and Meadows SSSI in 
Cambridgeshire is notified for bitterns, a 
nationally rare bird listed as a priority 
species in the UK Biodiversity Action Plan. 
The site is home to at least 13 different 
species of breeding bird typical of lowland 
open waters and their margins, including 
bittern, marsh harrier, kingfisher and 
bearded tit. It is also regularly used by 
nationally important numbers of bittern in 
winter. Many of the other important sites for 
bitterns are on the low-lying coasts of East 
Anglia where they are threatened by rising 
sea levels. 

“Ely Pits and Meadows SSSI is therefore of 
particular and increasing importance as an 
established inland site, offering England’s 
bitterns some resilience to the predicted 
effects of climate change.” 

To receive the SSSI designation requires 
the presentation of several years worth of 
collected data. Natural England does not 
designate an area as a SSSI because “they 
thought someone had seen a bittern”.

Sir, How very disappointing it is to discover 
that the Riverside Action group (in the form 
of Mr Will Burton) is so ignorant about the 
way an SSSI is awarded that he suspects it 
was “pushed through” by the LCPRE (Local 
Campaign for the Protection of Rural Ely). 

I had misguidedly thought that anyone 
belonging to a group supposedly taking an 
interest in the Riverside would know that an 
SSSI is only awarded by Natural England (an 
official body!) after detailed background 
scientific research, over a given period of 
time. 

“Someone” has indeed seen a bittern, and 
more than once, and if you enjoy walking 
quietly in peaceful and natural surroundings 
(as over 1,000 local people must, who 
belong to the LCPRE) you too may hear that 
strange and very fen like sound of 
“booming”. 

Why is the Riverside Group not proud of 
having such a rare creature in our river, that 
we have been awarded SSSI’s on three 
accounts? Why is it that wherever there is 
something beautiful, serene and peaceful, 
somebody wants to come and make money 
out of it? 

As Mr Burton also speaks for the Ely Traders 
Association we should all be aware. The 
cathedral with its open aisles and lofty 
ceiling would make a lovely shopping mall - 
after all maybe someone only “thought” they 
saw an angel.

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Old wall holds up 
housing scheme 

A CONTROVERSIAL plan to build four 
new homes in a picturesque village has 
been delayed due to concerns over an 
ancient garden wall. 

The proposals to build four semi¬ 
detached houses on the site of a single 
bungalow in Twentypence Road, 
Wilburton, were deferred by East 
Cambridgeshire District Council’s 
planning committee after councillors 
claimed an adjoining wall, which has 
Grade-II listed status, could be damaged 
by building work. 

The plans will now be sent back to 
council officers to consider if the 
housing development will destabilise the 
wall, which belongs to the adjoining 
Eastleigh House. 

However, Caroline Gould, who moved 
into the 15th Century manor house 18 
months ago, asked councillors at the 
meeting on Wednesday to throw out the 
plans for the two-storey homes, claiming 
they would “devastate” the views from 
her home. 

Paul Massey, from Wilburton Parish 
Council, also raised safety concerns over 
cars leaving the new homes. 

He said: “I can imagine there being a 
number of accidents there if this 
development goes ahead.” 

However, the scheme is likely to be 
approved if concerns over damage to the 
wall are resolved. 


Trailers taken in raid 

TWO large trailers have been stolen 
from an industrial estate in an 
overnight raid. 

The tilt bed trailers, for transporting 
cars, were taken from Ashley Park, in 
Common Road, Witchford, at some 
time between August 8 at 7pm and 
August 9 at 7.30am.

Axing buses may 
‘cut off villages

VILLAGERS will be 
left stranded if prop¬ 
osed cuts to their bus 
service get the go- 
ahead, it has been 
warned. 

The axe is hanging over 
the Thursday service which 
brings shoppers into Ely 
from the surrounding area 
after transport bosses ann¬ 
ounced they were looking at 
dropping its subsidy. 

The future of three 
routes - the 115 from Little 
Downham, the 116 from 
Coveney and Wardy Hill, 
and the 117 from Upware 
and Soham - have been 
thrown into doubt by the 
proposed changes, which 
are open for public consult¬ 
ation until next month. 

Cambridgeshire County 
Council, which wants to 
slash £300,000 from bus 
subsidies across the county, 
says the market service’s 
low “social value score” 
puts it in line for closure or 
cuts. 

An average of just three 
people use each of the 
services every week mean¬ 
ing that taxpayers must 
cough up more than £10 for

each passenger in funding. 

But opponents argue the 
reason the buses are not 
well-used is because of 
underinvestment by the 
council - and they warn 
any cuts will hurt 
pensioners and young 
people the most. 

For many of the villages 
around Ely, the 115, 116 or 
117 are the only buses to 
pass through all week. 

Cllr Gareth Wilson, lead¬ 
er of the Liberal Democrats 
on East Cambridgeshire 
District Council, said: 
“People are not using the 
services because they are 
not frequent enough and 
then they give you a very 
limited amount of time in 
Ely. 


“With post offices closing 
and doctors’ surgeries 
being centralised, it is 
becoming impossible to live 
in villages if you don’t 
drive.” 

The future of the 213 
service, from Ely and Little- 
port to Bury St Edmunds 
and back every Wednesday, 
is also being consulted on. 

The county council says 
an average of six people 
travel on each journey - at a 
cost of £11.39 to taxpayers. 

Cllr Matt Bradney, trans¬ 
port chief at the county 
council, said: “We simply 
cannot sustain bus services 
which unfortunately only a 
handful of people use. 

“I understand those who 
will be personally affected 
will be angry but we are 
making these tough and 
difficult decisions to 
support essential services 
and for no other reasons.” 

Consultation on the 
proposals will run until 
September 26, with final 
decisions being made in 
November and any changes 
coming into effect in the 
New Year.

EU directives have led 
to P.O. closure threats 


Sir, The naivety of Jeremy Friend- 
Smith is barely credible and 
almost beyond belief. 

I refer to his letter to the Ely 
Weekly News, July 31, and Bill 
Hunt’s letter to the Ely Weekly 
News, August 7, and the fact that 
both of them are unaware of the 
facts and reason behind the 
threatened closures of the Little 
Downham and St John’s Road 
post offices. 

These are only two of the 2,500 
set to be closed across the 
country. Post Watch has said that 
there will be a total of 10,000, 
which probably means all local 
post offices, leaving only the 
major city centre ones open. 

It would seem that neither of 
these two gentlemen read my 
letter in this paper three weeks 
ago. 

I would point out that these 
closures are nothing to do with 
the Government, as it is another 
interference from the European 
Union. The closures are in fact an 
EU directive and to quote: 
“Competition rules. The Postal 
Sector. EU Directive 97/67 EC 
1997. Privatisation of Postal 
Services.” 

Mr Friend Smith’s supposition is 


correct in that the two post 
offices concerned do make a 
profit as indeed the Royal Mail 
overall did make a profit. 

This was all before the EU 
decreed that, and I quote again: 
“No member country of the 
European Union can control its 
postal services.” This was in fact 
completely at odds with the 
unique British system. 

By opening up the Royal Mail to 
competition, it opened the door 
wide for public sector 
companies, mainly the Dutch 
TNT and German Deutsche Post 
DHL to cherry pick the profitable 
areas, leaving the less profitable 
ones to the Royal Mail. 

More damage was inflicted with a 
second EU Directive 2002/39 EC 
calling for a step by step 
approach to further market 
opening: in non-EU speak this 
meant a further chunk of Royal 
Mail business being made 
accessible to private companies. 
To add further injury to the Post 
Office, British politicians 
withdrew further business from 
the offices by nudging the 
pensioners into having their 
pensions paid into a bank and 
purchase of TV licences was 


taken away from the post offices. 
The result is that Westminster has 
been forced to seek EU approval 
to subsidise post offices to keep 
them open, this has all come now 
as a very heavy burden to the tax 
payer. 

This problem over the post office 
closures is only part of the 75 per 
cent of legislation that comes into 
this country from the European 
Union, which, as demonstrated, 
can have a great effect on all our 
lives. 

It is with great regret to many that 
Mr Friend Smith’s party, the 
Liberals, together with the other 
two major political parties, 
Conservatives and Labour, are 
committed to our membership of 
EU which costs the tax payer £80 
billion per year. 

It is worth noting that this is now 
the 13th year that the auditors 
have not been able to sign off the 
EU accounts due to, and I quote 
their statement: “Too many 
irregularities and fraud”. 

This in turn begs the question: 
What British company could get 
away with this?

Road crash families 
welcome tighter law

GRIEVING families of 
road crash victims have 
welcomed a new law 
which came into force 
this week to make it 
easier to jail killer 
drivers. 

A new offence of causing 
death by careless driving came 
into effect on Monday - after 
our sister paper the Cambridge 
News fought a three-year 
campaign to close a legal 
loophole which let careless 
drivers walk free with a fine 
after killing while behind the 
wheel. 

More than 4,000 readers 
signed up to our Killer Drivers 
Campaign demanding a change 
in the law - which secured a 
stunning victory in 2006. 

The campaign was inspired 
by the death of Jennifer 
Iggulden, 57, of Melbourn, who 
was killed on her 38th wedding 
anniversary in April 2005 in a 
head-on collision with van 
driver Ian Humber. 

Humber was using his 
mobile phone just moments

The builder was handed a 
£1,800 fine and a two-year 
driving ban for his part in the 
crash - later reduced to 18 
months on appeal. 

Jennifer’s widower, John, 62, 
said: “It’s very good news - if 
someone gets killed because 
some idiot is on their mobile 
phone, they should go to 
prison. It makes my blood boil 
when I see people driving while 
on the phone and this might 
make them think twice. I’d now 


like to see an automatic 12- 
month ban for anyone caught 
driving on their phone - that 
would be a proper deterrent.” 

Dee Burgess, whose husband 
Mark was killed in a head-on 
crash on the A10 near Shepreth 
in April 2005, was also happy to 
hear about the change. 

Dee, 33, of Cherry Hinton, 
collected 1,250 signatures 
calling for the change after 
Paul Chambers, 52, of High 
Street, Witcham, received a 
three-year driving ban and a 
£1,700 fine after admitting 
driving without due care and 
attention when his BMW hit 
Mr Burgess’s Renault Clio. 

She said: “I am over the 
moon. Everyone has done a lot 
of work to get this started and 
it’s now paid off. 

“I want to say thank you to 
all those people who helped to 
make this happen.” 

There will also be a new 
offence of causing death by 
driving while unlicensed, 
disqualified or uninsured, 
which carries a possible two- 
year jail sentence. 

The new careless driving law 
will carry a maximum prison 
sentence of five years.

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Police chief warns drivers 


Force pays 
out £850k 


not roads are real killers 


BAD driving kills - not dan¬ 
ger roads, says Cambridge¬ 
shire Chief Constable Julie 
Spence. 

She hit out as the death rate on 
the county’s roads this year climbed 
to more than one a week. And she 
took a swipe at anti-speed camera 
protesters, saying the devices are 
proven life savers. 

Mrs Spence was talking on her 
latest podcast days after 74-year-old 
Raymond Sotiris, of Haringey in 
London, was killed last Thursday 
after driving the wrong way on the 
A14. 

She said: “If the deaths had been 
caused by any other form of viol¬ 
ence there would be a national 
outcry - and rightly so. For make no 
mistake, deaths on the road are 
violent. 

“Ask any of my officers who have 
to attend the scenes of collisions, or 
any of the other emergency service 
workers who deal with the after- 
math. 

“And yet, in a strange fashion, the 
carnage is accepted almost as a 
price we have to pay for being able to 
travel by car. 

“It needn’t be like that. For a start, 
it is easy to seek to blame any cause 
other than driver behaviour. 

“Roads are dangerous, we hear 
from the commentators and pundits. 
Speed limits should be lower,

carriageways should be widened - 
more should be done. 

“In a small number of cases there 
is merit in those arguments. Too 
many of our roads were constructed 
long before the advent of mass 
motoring, and no-one in this county 
needs reminding how congested 
they can become. 

“But in the final analysis it’s 
almost always the actions of drivers 
which cause collisions. Speed, 
recklessness, carelessness, driving 
without a thought for road 
conditions or other road users - the 
list is endless. 

“If only there was a magic answer 
to stop it. But there isn’t. That’s why 
we have campaigns against 
speeding and drinking and driving.” 

And she hit out at anti-speed 
camera campaigners who claim the 
devices are a stealth tax on drivers 
who break the law. 

She said: “Tens of thousands of 
pounds are invested in safety 
devices. 

“Yet the collisions keep on 
happening and families keep being 
torn apart by the tragic news of 
death or crippling injury - at the 
same time, bizarrely, as the anti¬ 
safety camera lobby keep comp¬ 
laining about speeding motorists 
being taxed.

“I would hope they’d heed the 
signs of success on the A14 between 
Cambridge and Huntingdon, where 
the average speed cameras have cut 
the number of serious and fatal 
collisions by more than 80 per cent.” 

She concluded: “Your actions and 
those of other drivers around you 
ultimately decide whether you 
arrive safely at your destination or 
you die. The road is an incidental.” 


in bonuses 

POLICE officers in Cambridgeshire 
were paid £850,000 in bonuses last 
year - an average of £620 each. 

The cash went to frontline staff 
with “specially demanding working 
conditions and environments”. Those 
in hard-to-fill roles or with extra resp¬ 
onsibilities were also eligible for up to 
£5,000 from the Special Priority Pay¬ 
ment (SPP) scheme, which critics say 
is “divisive and unfair”. 

Annual SPP bonuses are usually 
between £500 and £3,000, but can be 
upped to £5,000 in exceptional cases. 

Although guidelines on eligibility 
are laid down nationally, who gets the 
cash is decided at county level. The 
£620, revealed by the Freedom of Inf¬ 
ormation Act, compares with £396 in 
Cheshire, and £1,206 in Staffordshire. 

The Police Federation, which rep¬ 
resents rank-and-file police officers, 
said the scheme should be abolished. 

National chairman Paul McKeever 
said: “The current bonus system is 
divisive and unfair. Every day, police 
officers put their lives on the line to 
safeguard people and property. How 
do you put a price on this?” 

Nationwide, the total paid out 
topped £156 million last year, at a time 
when police are still fighting the 
Home Office’s decision not to back¬ 
date a 2.5 per cent pay award. 

Top-ranking officers are eligible for 
separate performance bonuses, but in 
Cambridgeshire the total paid in the 
two years up to 2007 was just £18,300. 

A police spokesman said this was 
because many staff, including Chief 
Constable Julie Spence, do not take 
any bonuses.

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them... 


WITH FOUR WEEKS TO GO: 


l—. Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
IJ available against damage or loss. Is there a packing and unpacking service? Confirm the 
date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

□ Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 

□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

□ Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


□ Send off change of address cards. 

Q Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office. 

□ Cancel and pay up accounts for routine delivery services such as milk, groceries, fuel and 
your Cambridge Evening News. Re-organise these deliveries for your new address. 

□ Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move.

□ Complete your packing except for those items you are likely 
to need overnight, and prepare a picnic for moving day.

□ Read electricity meter. 

Q Secure all windows. 

□ Lock all doors. 

Leave key as arranged with new owners. 

□ On arrival at your new home, unpack slowly and 
methodically so that you can check for loss or damage.

MOVING HOME

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them... 


WITH FOUR WEEKS TO GO: 


I—. Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
[J available against damage or loss. Is there a packing and unpacking service? Confirm the 
date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

□ Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 


□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


Send off change of address cards. 

Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office. 

□ Cancel and pay up accounts for routine delivery services such as milk, groceries, fuel and 
your Cambridge Evening News. Re-organise these deliveries for your new address. 

□ Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move. 


WITH ONE DAY TO GO: 


□ Complete your packing except for those items you are likely 
to need overnight, and prepare a picnic for moving day. 

Have a large enough cash 'float' available to deal with 
unexpected expenses, and make sure you have collected 
documents and valuables together in a safe place. 

□ Cover carpets which are being left behind, so as to minimise 
damage during furniture removal. 

□ Check through previous lists to make sure nothing has been 
overlooked, then enjoy a worry-free early night! 



ON MOVING DAY: 


Q Strip beds and pack bedding and nightclothes. 

Q Pack items for washing/toiletries. 

Q Take down curtains. 

Q Take up rugs, carpets, floor coverings, as required. 

Q Dismantle any light fittings etc., not included in the sale. 

Q Turn off electric appliances. 

Q Disconnect cooker. 

Q Turn off boiler/central heating. 

Q Turn off water. 

Q Read gas meter. 

Q Read electricity meter. 

Secure all windows. 

Lock all doors. 

Q Leave key as arranged with new owners. 

□ On arrival at your new home, unpack slowly and 
methodically so that you can check for loss or damage.

Jeep makes family car move

AT first glance you 
probably won’t notice too 
much that is different about 
the exterior of the all new 
Jeep Cherokee. 

But according to Jeep’s 
marketing director: “Current 
Cherokee owners won’t recognise 
the interior of the new car.” 

Cargo space in this latest 
version has been increased, 
storage space has been upped and 
loads of leather come as part of 
the standard price. 

From the motoring 
correspondent’s point of view the 
new car is a cinch, because it 
comes with one engine, one trim 
level and one price. No 
complicated messing about here. 

In many ways the Jeep and the 
Land Rover have something in 
common - both are recognised as 
really serious off-roaders capable 
of frightening their owners to

death by tackling off-road hazards 
of an extreme nature. 

I drove the new Cherokee up a 
fast flowing trout river in Wales - 
as you do - and learned all about 
its clever hill descent system 
heading down the bank into the 
water and all about its command- 
trac four wheel drive system when 
climbing out several hundred 
yards down stream. 

Air intake for the new Jeep is 
high beneath the right hand front 
wing. If you keep a bit of a bow 
wave going as you head through 
the water, it helps keep its 
windpipe above the waves. 

But in an effort to demonstrate 
the extreme capability of the new 
car, Chrysler came up with 
something which, as far as I know, 
the Top Gear team has not yet 
tried - off-roading with caravans. 

Climbing all over the landscape 
near lake Bala in Wales, the new 
Jeep was able to shrug off the load 
on the tow hook to such an extent 
you ceased to remember it was 
there. It did not do the health of 
the caravan much good but it was 
a cheapo item bought on eBay. 


Inside the new Jeep is very 
plushy. Frankly, this is not the best 
time to sell large 4x4s to a worried 
public, but the Jeep does have the 
advantage of undercutting its 
Land Rover rivals to a 
considerable extent. 

During the first half of this year 
the overall market was down by 1.6 
per cent, but Chrysler says it is up 
by 2 per cent, much of this driven 
by 4x4 vehicles. 

The leather interior and its 
quality feel is likely to be a big 
factor in keeping interest in these 
rather large vehicles alive. 

The Cherokee is a mid-sized 4x4 
which its makers consider to have 
the right look, the right size and 
the right price for customers in 
the UK. 


It will be available with a diesel 
engine only, and a choice of 
manual or automatic gearbox. 
Only the automatic versions have 
the hill descent system 
In addition, there is only one 
equipment level, but in view of the 
fact that it comes with just about 
everything including all speed 
traction control, electronic 
stability, full-time four wheel drive 
and an optional Skyslider full 
open roof, I don’t think this is 
going to be too much of a 
hardship.

Anglia Ruskin University wants to maximise the potential of the 
existing buildings and spaces, as well as setting out a structured 
plan for new additions.

Ruskin University.
